(11) the actual amount, if any, of the cost Incurred in connection with the 
cours* of study by other agencies, such as the foreign Governments 
Foundations, or Trusts, 

together with interest thereon, at Government rates for the time being in force 
on Government loons from the date of demand before his resignation is accepted 
or permussion to retire is granted; 

Provided that the amount required to he refunded under this regulation 
shall, in the case of a member of the service, who, on return to duty 
from study leave, is permitted to resign from the service and to take 
up on his own initiative employment under any statutory or auto- 
nomous body or Institution under the control of the Government be 
reduced to an amount equal to the expenditure incurred by the Govern-

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
Is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt anv 
person from the operation of this rule.

The Adniinislrato. or any officer duly authorised by him may grant 
the application after causing such enquiries to oe made as he may deem fit and 
the applicant shall then enter ini , a bond in S-.'i form (Araiexurc-D. 1 to D. 4) 
with .-.uch .surely or suflici^ni- sect 1 itv. in such amount and under such conditions 
a.s the Administrator approves. The Administrator may, however, allow the 
annual quantity ot excisable goods to be brought as furnished by the manufacturer 
to be extended when a request to that eflect is made. The concession shall expire 
on the 3Iat December every year, but may be reviewed if the Administrator or duly 
authorised officer sees no reason to the contrary: 

Provided that, in the event ot death, insolvancy or in-suffici^ncy of the surety, 
or where the amount of the Bond i.s in adequate, the Administrator or duly authoris- 
ed officer may. in his dl.scrotlon demand a fresh bond, and mav, it the security 
furnished for a bond is not adequate, demand additional security.

Removal application in 
form A. R :i-A must be serially numbered. The S. No. should be according to 
the financial year. The S, No. must be noted on all the copies 'Whenever anv 
removal application has to he cited in the course ot correspondence, the name of 
the factory, the serial number and date of A.R. 3-A should always be quoted a® 
reference. The con.signor shall, however, intimate to the proper officer about the 
removal of goods at least 12 hours before such removal is expected to take place.

Whenever any of these addresses is used for despatching purposes, care must be 
taken by the despatching factory to see that the full address of the Superinten- 
dent in-charge of the range including the names of the District is properly repio- 
duced. 

(d) Preparation of Gate pass.- — The con.signer shall also prepare a gate pass in 
form G. P. 2 In respect of the goods proposed to be removed from his warhouse 
and will thereafter clear the goods on his own without any verification by any 
Central Excise Officer, 

(e) Disposal of documents A.R. 3-A and Gate pass.— The consignor shall send 
the original and triplicate copy of A.R. 3-A and original copy of the gate pass along 
with the consignment to the consignee. The duplicate copy of the A.R. 3-A will 
be sent by the consignor to the Administrator, Kandla Free Trade Zone. The

the consignor to the offlcer-in-charge of his warehouse within 24 hours of the re- 
moval of the consignment in question. 

(f) Action at destination.— On receipt of the duplicate applications in the Free 
Trade Zone Administrative Office, it must immediately he entered in the “Record 
of Receipts in bond” (vide Annexure ‘C’) and forwarded the same dav to the 
security officer.

(l) Demand of duty on goods not reaching destination.— Under sub-rule (1) of 
rule 156(B) of the Central Excise Rules 1944, if the certificate of re-warehoustrrg 
of a consignment of excisable goods despatched to the consignee of Kandla Free 
Trade Zone [as per para H(i)i is not received back by the consignor within 00 
days of the removal of the goods or within such extended period as may be allow- 
ed by the Collector, it is the responsibility of the consignor to himself pay the duty 
leviable on the consignment by a debit entry in his account current.

— If the duplicate copy of A.R^ 3-A fsee 
para h(i)] is not returned to the offlccr-in-chargc of the factory of removal within 
a month of the removal of consignment reminders must be Issued regularly at 
fortnightly intervals to the security officer of the Free Trade Zone. If despite such 
reminders, the duplicate application Is not received within two months of the 
date of removal of the consignment, the matter should be reported to the Assis- 
tant Collector of Central Excise in whose charge the consignor operates who mu.st 
Immediately comniunlcate with the Assistant Collector of Customs of the Free 
Trade Zone; and either .secure a satisfactory proof of the consignment having been 
duly received by the importer at Free Trade Zone or ensure that the duty properly 
due on the goods not so received at destination Is recovered ns per para (1) above. 

(n) Verification of the use of non-duty paid cooda. — On receipt by the con- 
signee, such goods shall be utilized in the manufacture of goods Intended (solely) 
for export. It shall be the responsibility of the Assistant Collector of Customs/ 
Security Officer of the Zone to ensure that all non-duty paid goods have been fully 
utilized for manufacture of goods intended for export only or are otherwise 
accounted for to the satisfaction of Ihe Administrator of the Free Trade Zone.

Draft Rules 

1. These Rules may be called the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Amend- 
ment Rules, 1971. 

2. In rule 19 of the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1967, for clause 
Xb) of sub-rule (2), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(b) At least sixty per cent of each class or kind of securities issued by the 
“Company was offered to the public for subscription through advertisement In news- 
papers for a period not less than three days and that applications received in pur- 
suance of such offer were allotted fairly and unconditionally: 

Provided that a recognised stock exchange may relax this requirement, with 
the previous approval of the Central Government and subject to sucb 
instructions as that Government may Issue in this behalf from time 
to time, on satisfactory evidence being produced by the company con- 
cerned thrt the securities sought to be listed are not unduly con- 
centrated in a few hands. 

Explanation. — Where any part of the securities sought to be listed have been 
“Or are agreed to be taken up by the Central Government, a State Government, 
developmental or investment agency of a State Government, Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank of India, Industrial Finance Corporation of India, Industrial Credit 
and Investment Corporation of India Limited, Life Insurance Corporation of India 
or Unit Trust of India, its eubscrlptlon to the securities upto fifteen per cent of 
the issued capital of such securities, whether Jointly or severally, shall be cons- 
trued as a part of the sixty per cent of the securltleB to be offered to the public”-
